fullgrown man, unto the measure of the stature of 
the fulness of Christ” (Eph. 4: 11-13). 

“We all,” referring to all the members of the body of 
Christ, are needed to complete the one perfect man, 
Christ in his fulness. And the body of Christ, which 
is the church, is being “built up” — may we not say? 
—in two ways, those two ways that I saw going on 
in the missionary building at Peking: by the addin 
of new _ material, pie by the improving o 
the old material; that is, by the adding to the 
body of Christ those who are not yet in his 
body at all, but are still lost, dead in trespasses and 
sins, “having no hope and without God in the world,” 

et who by faith in Christ are to be added to Him 
y the Holy Spirit through the new birth; and on 
the other hand by the beautifying, chiseling, and pol- 
ishing of those who are already members of his body. 
And our Lord assigns different members of his body 
to the different varieties of work which is all “evan- 
gelism” in the sense of telling the Good News, tell- 
ing those not already saved how they can be saved, 
and telling those who are members of Christ’s body 
how they may be beautified by believing all the Good 
News and entering into “the fulness of the blessing 
of the Gospel of Christ.” 

As the coming of the Lord draws nigh the Holy 
Spirit is preparing the Bride that she may wear 
white at the coming of the Bridegroom. You re- 
member how Daniel, as he “understood by the books 
the number of the years whereof the word of Je- 
hovah came to Jeremiah the prophet, for the ac- 
complishing of the desolations of Jerusalem, even 
seventy years” (Dan. 9: 2). set his face unto the Lord 
God by prayer and supplications to pray in behalf 
of Israel. Daniel knew that God was about to bring 
to pass His plans for His people. Did he therefore 
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do- what many ignorant le say those who are 
looking for the coming of Christ to-day do —sit by 
with folded hands, and say that because God has 
prophesied that he would do a certain thing at a 
certain time there was nothing for Daniel to do? 
We know that this criticism is made in ignorance of 
the Word of God and in ignorance of the facts. As 
God’s Word and God’s Spirit tell clearly of the ap- 

roach of the time of ous Lord’s return, God’s Spirit 

ys it on members of the body of Christ in this 
age, as he did upon Daniel in that long ago day, to 
turn mightily to God in prayer for the body of Christ. 

Let us think of three ways in which God builds 
up the body of Christ. . 

He does it through the finished work of Christ. 
In Colossians 1: 19-22 we read: “For it was the good 
pleasure of the Father that in him should all the ful- 
ness dwell; and through him to reconcile all things 
unto himself, having made peace through the blood 
of his cross; ... And you,... hath he reconciled in 
the body of his flesh through death, to present you 
holy and without blemish and unreprovable before 
him.” There is the beautifying, edifying work of the 
Gospel, Christ reconciled us in order to present, us 
holy and without blemish and unreprovable! The 
finished work of Christ, the power of the cross of 
Christ, is the foundation of God’s method for build- 
ing up the body of Christ. 

n connection with the second of God’s methods 
we may use the phrase of the late Bishop Moule, 
“the finished vel and the never finished working 
of Christ.” For we read in Hebrews 7:24, 25, that 
Christ, “because he abideth forever, hath his priest- 
hood unchangeable. Wherefore also he is able to 
save to the uttermost them that draw near unto God 
through him, seeing he ever liveth to make interces- 
sion for them.” So another of God’s methods is 
the never finished working of Christ. 

And a third of God’s methods includes what we 
may call the ever working messengers of Christ. 
The Holy Spirit speaks of this in Romans 10: 13-15: 
“Whosoever shall call upon the name of the Lord 
shall be saved. How then shall they call on him in 
whom they have not believed?*and how shall they 
believe in him whom they have not heard? and how 
shall they hear without a preacher? and how shail 
they preach, except they be sent? even as it is writ- 
ten, How beautiful are the feet of them that bring 

lad tidings of good things!” Accepting the Lord's 
Fnished work and the Lord’s never finished work- 
ing, we preach the Gospel of peace and bring glad 
ti ings of good things. We are to do it unceasingly. 
Paul’s urgent word to Timothy is God’s urgent. word 
to us: “I charge thee in the sight of God, -and, of 
Christ Jesus, who shall judge the living and the dead, 
and by his appearing and his kingdom: preach the 
word; be urgent in season, out of season; reprove, 
rebuke, exhort, with all longsuffering and teaching” 
(2 Tim. 4:1, 2). -In the same chapter this is called 
the work of an evangelist,” and the word in Ephe- 
sians tells us that the evangelist is one of those 
commissioned “unto the building up of the body of 
Christ.” 

And so through these great God-accomplished and 
God-ordained works or methods the body of Christ 
is being built up: is being added to by new members, 
those who are passing from death to life; and is 
being edified, beautified, polished, made more worthy, 
through Christ’s finished work, his never finished 
wutking, and his ever working messengers, 

Have we realized that. in a certain sense every be- 
liever who would thus share in the building up of 
the body of Christ must,share in our Lord’s experi- 
ences at Gethsemane, Calvary, Easter, and Olivet? 
We may well shrink from hearing any one speak of 
having his or her Gethsemane, as is sometimes said, 
for let us never forget that there has been only one 
Gethesmane and can be only one, in time or in eter- 
nity: only the Son of God could have the Gethsemane 
that preceded his Calvary; only he could drink the 
cup that he drank there and later. “Yet, while re- 
membering that Gethsemane is thus utterly unique, 
there is nevertheless an experience our Lord had in 
Gethsemane that we must have if we are to share 
fully in the building up of the body of Christ. It 
was when ‘he said, “nevertheless not my will, but 
thine, be done.” Every believer is told to “Have this 
mind in you, which was also in Christ Jesus” as “he 
humbled himself, becoming obedient even unto death, 
yea, the death of the cross” (Phil. 2: 5-8). If God 
the Son himself “learned obedience by the things 
which he suffered” (Heb. 5:8), how much more 
must we thus learn! Only as we ‘yield utterly to 
the mastery of Christ, only as we say to him “Never- 
theless not my will, but thine, be done,” can he use 
us as he would to the building up of his body. 

_ After Gethsemane came Calvary; and here again, 
in a real sense, must we share our Lord’s experience. 
Of course, Christ’s experience and work on Calvary 
were utterly unique in time and eternity. Only he 
could, by his sinless yet sin-bearing death, make atone- 
ment for the sins of all men. ut we too must be 
crucified ; and in Christ’s Calvary experience we who 
have been baptized into him have been crucified, for 
we “were baptized into his death” (Rom. 6:3). As 
has been said, the sixth chapter of Romans gives us 
God’s Word on the finished work of Chri8t in the 
believer, as earlier chapters in Romans tell us of 
Christ’s finished work for the believer. “Knowing

this, that our old man was crucified with him, that 
the body of sin might be done away, that so we should 
no jJonger be in bondage to sin.” God’s Word de- 
clares that every true Christian has had a Conary 
experience. “I have been crucified with Christ” (Gal. 
2:20). “Ye died, and your life is hid with rist 
in. God” (Col. 3:3). 4d never asks us to crucify 
ourselves, —that would be impossible. He tells us 
that if we are believers we have been crucified. We 
are told to “mortify” ourselves, which is a different 
matter, meaning that we are to count upon: this cru- 
cifixion which says has come to pass through our 
union with Christ. Therefore, “Reckon ye also your- 
selves to be dead unto sin” (Rom. 6:11). We are 
to reckon that this is so because God-says it is so, 
and for no other reason. Not because of any experi- 
ence we have had, but because the Word of God de- 
clares it. - Experience may pees to be-a quicksand; 
the Word of God is the rock. 

After Calvary came Easter, the rising from the 
dead. We must have our Easter if we would be 
builders in God’s service; and here again we have 
God’s precious Word that we may count upon this. 
Not only is our death a fact, but also our, resurrec- 
tion in Christ is a fact. “That like as Christ was 
raised from the dead throngh the glory of the Father, 
so we also might walk in newness of life” (Rom. 
6:4). “We shall be aiso in the likeness of his resur- 
rection.” “Present yourselves unto God, as alive 
from the dead.” “To me to live is Christ” (Phil. 1: 
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21). As Christ is a risen, living Christ, so our life 
is resurrection life. There are both Calvary and res- 
urrection in Galatians 2:20; because “I have been 
crucified with Christ,” therefore “it is no longer I 
that live, but Christ liveth in me.” And “If then,” 
or because, “ye were raised together with Christ, 
seek the things that are above” (Col. 3:1). 

We find our Olivet experience in what God did 
for us, as he did it for all the church, on the day of 
Pentecost. From Olivet the risen Lord Jesus, “after 
he had spoken unto them, was received up into heaven, 
and sat down at the right hand of God” (Mark 16: 
19). When God gave to the church of Christ on 
the day of Pentecost, once for all, the Holy Spirit 
as indwelling: believers to reveal through them and in 
them the risen, glorified, and ascended Christ, he 
made real to them in an utterly new way the glory 
of the fact of their union with Christ. As members 
of the body of Christ we are in spirit actually in the 
heavenlies, “blessed . . . with every spiritual blessing 
in the encig  f places in Christ” (Eph, 1:3). And 
only as we fully recognize these wonderful facts and 
accept them as all true of us and in us by the in- 
dwelling Christ, by the indwelling Holy Spirit, and 
by the Word of God, can we enter fully upon ‘the 
marvelous work of building up the body of Christ. 
Then God can use us as channels for his supernatural 
work of saving the lost. Then God can use us as 
; araponed for his supernatural work of beautifying 
the saved. 





Must We Hate, if We Follow Christ? 


What does the word “hate” mean in the following 
passage: “If any man come unto me, and hate not his 
own father, and mother, and wife, and children, and 
brethren, and. sisters, yea, and his: own life also, he 
cannot be my disciple”? (Luke 14 : 26.) 

Ferrar Fenton renders this: “‘Whoever comes to me, 


and lessens not his regard for lis own father, his 
mother, his wife, his children — yes, and his own life 
as well—he‘cannot be my disciple.” 

Does \the. Newberry Bible consider the word “hate’’ 
correct?—A Pennsylvania Reader. 


The Newberry Bible makes no comment on this 
verse; this edition of the Bible has recently been re- 

ublished (George H. Doran Company, New York 

5 to $9), and was reviewed in The Sunday School 

Times of March 26; it uses a system of simple signs 
by which “the accuracy, precision, and certainty” of 
the Hebrew and Greek Scriptures are made available 
for the ordinary English reader. 

The renderings in Ferrar Fenton’s translation of the 
Bible are not always to be relied upon, as there are 
many passages of Hebrew and Greek from the Old and 
the New Testaments in which his renderings are 
open to severe criticism. 

There is no doubt that the New Testament text 
about which the Pennsylvania reader inquires con- 
tains the word “hate.” Yet the meaning of this word 
is to be understood in the light of other similar pas- 
sages. Our Lord was teaching that one who does not 
put Christ first, even before those dearest to one on 
earth, cannot be Christ’s true follower. The word 
“hate” as’ used here is. a strong Oriental figure of 
speech, found in various passages of Scripture; and, 
by opposites, indicates complete consecration to Christ 
at all costs; as for example in such a passage as 
Mark 9: 43-47, where our Lord says, “And if thy 
hand offend thee, cut it off: it is better for thee to 
enter into life maimed, than having two hands to 
go into hell... . And if thine eye diced thee, pluck 
it out: it is better for thee to enter into the kingdom 
of God with one eye, than to have two eyes to be 
cast into hell fire.” 

In Malachi 1: 2, 3, we read, “Was not Esau Jacob’s 
brother? saith the Lord: vet I loved Jacob, and I 
hated Esat.” Other Scripture shows that God did 
not hate Esau in the ordinary, human sense of that 
word “hate”; but that God in his sovereign plans 
gave Jacob a prior place as between the two brothers ; 
moreover, the passage in Malachi refers primarily not 
to the individuals but to the nations; and, as through-

Can We Love Without Liking? 


The meaning of the word love has been under dis- 
cussion with my associates. Some of them hold the 
view that it is possible for one to love his enemy in 
the sense of wishing him all worldly and spiritual 
blessings, and at the same time dislike him to the ex- 
tent that he would not care to associate with him or 
be thrown in his company any more than necessary. 
Is this view consistent? Is it possible to love a man 
and at the same time be not desirous of associating 
with him any further than is absolutely necessary?— 
A Washington State Reader. 


Yes, this view is consistent: it is possible to love a 
man and yet not wish to come in contact with him fur- 
ther than is absolutely necessary. It is possible to 
love a man and not wish to be associated with him 
at all. It is possible to Jove though not to like. 
Love is an energy, not. am emotion; it is a sacrifice, 
not a sentiment. It is the exhibition of this divine 
love on the part of men and women that makes them 
missionaries to degraded heathen in barbarous lands, 
for at the same time they loathe the sin in which 
these beloved ones are sunken. In “Our Misunder- 
stood Bible” the late H. Clay Trumbull had a help- 
ful word on this question. He said: 

“We can even love another without liking him; 
and we can be loved while we are not liked. A wife 
can love a worthless or. an unloving husband, when 
she cannot like him. A mother can dearly love a 
reprobate and ungrateful. son, whom it is impossible 
for her te like. To love is to hold dear. To like 
is to approve and commend, Loving does not always 
carry liking with it, any more than: liking always 
carries loving. We can approve afid commend and 
like one toward whom we have no feelings of love; 
and we may even be better liked by those who do not 
love us than by those who do. : 

“It is pleasant to be loved. It is good to bé liked. 
Best of all is it to be both loved and liked. We can 
be loved by those whose judgments condemn us. We 
shall be liked by those whose judgments approve 
our ideals, and whose discernment recognizes our 
steady struggling toward those ideals. If the choice 
must be made ‘by us, it were better to deserve to be 


liked by the wise and good, than to win love apart © 


from the question of our deserts. If, however, we 
deserve to be liked, we are not likely to live and die 
unloved in the world.” 

Real love to felfOw-men— God-like love, such as 
comes from the indwelling in us of Him who is love 
—will result in our doing for our neighbor that 
which should lead him to change his life and: make 
him likable as well as lovable. Our ‘efforts may not al- 
ways succeed, for if men constantly: resist God surely 
they will also constantly resist us, but if we do suc- 
ceed we shall enjoy the tr:umph of loving and likiag.

How science is backing out 
ow of a blind alley 


Prrvere of many who read this article are not 
a 


ware of the very remarkable condition just’ 


now prevailing in the scientific world regarding 
those basic ideas on which the evolution theory rests; 
and yet this oe of affairs is so important for 
our understanding of many of the larger problems 
of human life that I think all intelligent people 
should be acquainted with this situation. : 

I shall try to give.a picture of this present situa- 
tion by means at several quotations, which will be 
from the most modern and reliable sources anywhere 
available. My first reference will be to an article by 
Dr. A. Weber, of the University of Geneva, Switzer- 
land, which appears in the Scientific American 
Monthly, of February, 1921. This article deals with 
the most recent developments in experimental em- 
bryology. For several years studies have been go- 
ing on. regarding the effects of induced changes 
brought about in various kinds of developing em- 
bryos,- many of them being by means of clever 
surgical operations. The statement which I shall 
quote deals with the present scientific situation re- 

arding the so-called “biogenetic law” made famous 
by. Ernst Haeckel, who used it as one of his chief 
ar, ents for his theory of evolution. This so- 
called “law” is also called the recapitulation theory, 
because it declares that the developing embryo of one 
of the higher animals passés through various suc- 
cessive. stages which Haeckel declared to resemble 
the more mature forms of some of the lower ani- 
mals. And his argument was that these embryos 
act in this way because they are merely recapitulat- 
ing, as if_it were from memory, the various stages 
through which their reniote ancestors passed millions 
of years ago. 

A few years ago this argument was very much 
used by Haeckel and others. This embryonic series 
would be placed alongside the classification series of 
to-day, with the traditional geological series by the 
side of, these other two series; and a very impres- 
sive argument was presented by asking us to com- 
pare these three series together and to note how much 


’ they all looked alike. It may not be amiss to note 


in passing how, my own writings on geology have 
shown that the geological series is just as truly an 
artificial one as is the modern classification series; 
hence it is not very surprising if both of these are 
found to resemble the embryonic series, though the 
latter is the only one of the three which has an ob- 
jective existence as an actual fact, in contrast with 
a purely artificial arrangement. 

ut Dr. Weber declares that modern science has 
at last entirely outgrown this so-called “biogenetic 
law.” He says: - 

“The critical comments of such embryologists as 
O. Hertwig, Kiebel, and Vialleton, indeed, have prac- 
tically torn to shreds the aforesaid fundamental bio- 
genetic law. Its almost unanimous abandonment has 
left considerably’ at a loss those investigators who 
sought in the structure of organisms the key to their 
remote origin or to their relationships” (p, 121; italics 
supplied). - 


Why Haeckel’s “Law’’ is Being Abandoned 


This result has come about largely because so many 
facts have been discovered in the embryonic develop- 
ment of certain animals which cannot possibly rep- 
resent a recapitulation of such an animal’s ancestry, 
even if we assume the truth of the evolution theory. 
In various other ways also the discoveries of embry- 
ology have proved very disconcerting for this theory, 
so that now this highly-praised “law” has been 
“practically torn to shreds.” 

Another very striking statement is found in an ar- 
ticle by the late John Burroughs in the Atlantic 
Monthly of August, 1920. Almost in his opening 
sentence Burroughs declares, “He [Darwin] has al- 
ready been shorn of his selection doctrines as com- 
pletely as Samson was shorn of his locks.” 

_ Now this does not imply that Mr. Burroughs 
ceased to teach the evolution doctrine before he died. 
Not at all. It only means that certain parts of Dar- 
win’s theory, which are here called his “selection 
doctrines,” have been repudiated by most modern 
biologists, My readers will remember that Darwin’s 
theory was composed of two chief factors, the in- 
heritance of acquired characters, an idea which Dar- 
win borrowed from Lamarck, and the theory of nat- 
ural selection, which was Darwin’s own special con- 
tribution to the theory of biological evolution. And 
it is the doctrine of natural selection which Bur- 
roughs says has been abandoned by scientists as in- 
adequate to explain the way in which species orig- 
inate. For regarding this theory of natural selec- 
tion we are told that Darwin has been shorn of it 
“as completely as Samson was shorn of his locks.” 

A well-known classic book dealing with these prob- 

lems is “Recent Progress in the Study of Variation, 
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Heredity, and Evolution,” by R. H. Lock, the latest 
edition of which was issued last year by John Mur- 
ray, London. Ag might have been expected, this 
book dismisses the selection theory as quite inade- 
quate to explain the way in which new types of life 
have originated. On the other hand it emphasizes the 
very radical change which has come about in the minds 
of biologists because of those studies which are now 
summed up under the general head of Mendelism. 
This book is very full and satisfactory regarding 
its statement of these new views. And regarding 
the contrast between the old theories and these new 
facts we are told: 

“On the mind of a biologist familiar with what was 
known of heredity only about twenty years since, 
these facts must fall with a sense of complete novelty. 
The ideas current even so short a time ago are not 
so much extended, or even altered, as replaced by an 
entirely new set of. ideas. And it may be remarked 
in passing that thé -biologist of fifty years ago’ and 
more was much nearer to our present line of in- 
quiry” (pp. 225, 226). 

I have not the space here to show. how completely 
these new discoveries regarding Mendelism dispose 
of the older views regarding .Darwin’s doctrine of 
natural selection. But we must note also the pres- 
ent situation regarding the other point of the Dar- 
winian theory, namely, the part regarding the trans- 
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There is none like me tn all the earth (Exod. 9:14). 


HIS seems like a proposition so self-evident that 

no one, in all time, would ever doubt or dispute 
it. But. this has been far from the case. In the 
days of Cyrus, men hailed him as a god. In the 
days of Alexander, the great men said that he was 
no man, but was divine. In the days of Caesar, men 
made a statue of him with the inscription upon it, 
“The invincible God,” and set this up for worship 
in the Temple of Mars. In the days of Napoleon, 
some confessed that they did not know whether 
he was a devil, an angel, or a god, but others con- 
cluded that he was a god, and put up over his throne 
the blasphemous words, “I Am that I Am.” And 
besides these whom men have deified, the nations of 
all ages have had their pantheons and in them their 
gods many and lords many. 

All this has meant that God has never been able 
to take it for granted that he would have no rivals. 
The fact is, has always known the contrary to 
be the case and has had to contest his position and 
tights from the time of the fall until now. I say 
until now, for it was only the other day, in a cer- 
tain country, that. men were ascribing to our Presi- 
dent supernatural powers and declaring that he spoke 
like a god; and every day if men do not set up 
some Imperator as an idol they make themselves and 
their sins petty gods whom they worship and serve. 

And yet God’s words concerning imself are 
wholly and eternally true. Where are Cyrus, Alex- 
ander the Great, Caesar, and Napoleon now; their 
statues, thrones, and crowns? Where are the gods 
many and lords many of Babylon, Assyria, Greece, 
and Rome? What is. now happening to the gods of 
Africa, Korea, Japan, China, and India, and how 
much longer will their temples and idols. stand? 
God, from al] time, has held in derision one and 
all of those who have lifted up their heads against 
him, and he will yet laugh at them as he casts them 
into. the dust. The Hebrews saw this truth clearly. 
They called. Jehovah, in contrast with all other gods, 
the Living God. This he is, and hence, beside him 
there is none other. Let us give him then his true 
place, and worship and. serve him alone: “My little 
children, keep yourselves from idols.”

mission of acquired characters, which Darwin had 
borrowed from Lamarck. The latter had taught that 
the structural changes induced-by use and disuse, 
and by other effects of environment, would be passed 
along without fail_to the next generation. The dis- 
cussion as to whether this really takes place has 
long been going on among biologists. Many have 
been very emphatic in declaring that this inheritance 
of acquired characters is an essential part of any 
intelligent belief in evolution. For instance, Haeckel 
declared that “Belief in the inheritance of acquired 
characters is a necessary axiom of the. monistic 
creed”; and he further said that rather than agree 
with Weissmann, Wallace; and Lankester in deny- 
ing the inheritance of acquired characters, “it would 
be better to accept a mysterious creation of all the 
species as described in the Mosaic account.” 
Herbert Spencer was equally emphatic in his state- 
ment of the necessity of believing in this doctrine of 
the inheritance of acquired characters. His words 
were: “Close contemplation of the facts impresses 
me more strongly than ever with the two alterna- 
tives — either there has been inheritance of acquired 
characters, or there has been no evolution” (Con- 
temporary Review, February-March, 1893). 


Where is the Concrete Evidence? 


Many very modern authorities might be quoted to 
show that’ this doctrine of the inheritance of ac- 
= characters has had to be given up. One of 
the best of these is the revised edition of “Heredity,” 
by J. Arthur Thompsgn, which was issued in 19109. 
It gives a very full discussion of this whole question, 
po sums up the matter in the following expres- 
sive words: 

“The question resolves itself into a matter of fact: 
Have we any concrete evidence to warrant us in be- 
lieving that definite modifications are ever, as such 
or in any representative degree, transmitted? It ap- 
pears to us that we have not. But to say dogmat- 
ically-that such transmission is impossible, is unsci- 
entific. In regard to that, the truly scientific posi- 


. tion’ is one of active skepticism” ‘(p.'242). 


Of course, it is impossible to prove a negative, and 
this is what Thompson means in the language just 
uoted. But if any such negative could be established, 
the tens of thousands of guinea pigs, mice, rabbits, 
igeons, and various other kinds of animals which 
ave yearly been experimented upon, to say nothing 
of the uncounted thousands of plants which have 
likewise been studied for the same purpose, would 
by their complete failure to give an affirmative an- 
swer really establish a negative answer, so far as 
such is possible. The failure along this whole line 
is very similar to the well-known failure of me- 
chanics in trying to invent perpetual motion. But I 


‘ suppose we must expect an annual crop of new peo- 


ple who will fool away their time on both these im- 
possible quests; for in mechariics they are chasing 
th: gold pot at the end of the rainbow, and in biology 
they feel with Herbert Spencer that, “either there 
has been inheritance of acquired characters, or there 
has been no evolution.” 

In summing up the present situation in biology, 
one gannot fail to be impressed with the astonishing 
fact that science has of late years been running up 
one blind alley after another, until now it is evi- 
dently at a halt, and is trying to get back on the 
main trail in order to make a fresh start. We have 
seen how the biogenetic “law” of Haeckel led biol- 
ogists into a real cul de sac, and all the many hopes 
based on this theory have been abandoned. The 
natural selection doctrine of Charles Darwin again 
led scientists into an impasse, and from this entan- 
ment they are now endeavoring to extricate them- 
selves, though Mendel’s law offers them no hope. 
The path along which Lamarck led them a century 
or so ago has also turned out to be a true blind 
alley, with no view beyond, and the only way out is 
to back up and start over again. In view of all these 
facts, it is surely most astonishing to hear the modern 
advocates of the evolution doctrine still go on re- 
peating their stock assertions that every one has 
now accepted their theories. It would be much more 
accurate to say that all these failures to establish 
their theory are only so many demonstrations of 
the truthfulness and the accuracy of those doctrines 
segarding Creation for which the Church has always 
Stood, 

The science of twenty or thirty years ago was in 
high glee at the thought of having almost proved the 
theory of biological evolution. To-day, for every 
candid, careful thinker, these hopes are crushed; and 
with weary, reluctant sadness does modern biolo 
now confess that the Church has probably been right 
all the time. “In the beginning God created the 
heaven and the earth.”

With 
this spirit the Jews are already seeking to limit the 
influence of the missions in Palestine, threatening 
to boycott all Jews who attend missions or permit 
their children to go to mission schools. Thus the

To Dr. Max Nordau “the national renascence of the 
cre is bristling with all kinds of problems.”

aps the most delicate, in his opinion, is the relation 
of the new state to “the divers religions” of Pales- 
tine.

What God Will Do with the Zionists 


[7 IS not for the writer to say what God will do 
with the present Gentile inhabitants of Palestine.

Jews are Returning to Palestine at the rate of some 1,200 
each week. Many thousands, mostly young men and wo- 
men of education and energy; have become stranded in 
various centers in Eastern Europe and Turkey, where they 
wait for means to get on to Palestine. The recent horrors 
in Poland and the Ukraine have driven them to the ports 
for refuge. , 

The Twenty-third Annual Convention of the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America was held in Buffalo, November 25 
to 30. The delegates voted unanimously for the principle 
of separate contributions and investments in Palestinian 
work, initiated by Justice Brandeis. Dr. Stephen S. Wise 
explained that the American Zionists will insist upon 
“order, thrift, and economy” in every task undertaken in 
Palestine. 


A Cleavage in Zionism is seen by many Jews in the ac- 
tion of the American Zionists, who insist on practical work 
in Palestine, while their European brethren insist that 
Zionism “must embrace the whole life of Jewry, must 
cover the whole range of Jewish activity in every country, 
and give the impress of Zionism on everything affect- 
ing Jewry.” Justice Brandeis is the leader of American 
Zionism in this respect. 

The Zionist Economic Council, recently formed in Lon- 
don, marks a great stride for Jewish effort in Palestine. 
For the first time in the history of their exile, Jewish 
financiers will unite in this Council to use their ability 
for their own homeland. Its members include Sir Alfred 
Mond, Minister of Public Works in. England; Sir Waley 
Cohen, a director in a rival of the Standard Oil Company; 
Sir Stuart Samuel, and James de Rothschild.

HIS attitude is expressed in Ezekiel 37: 9. Bé-

The Premier Jewish Mission Society 


N THIS first instance mention will be made of 

the oldest Jewish mission society abroad and of 
the oldest one in America. These two are not the 
first such societies formed in modern times in the re- 
spective continents, but they are the oldest at pres- 
ent in existence. 

The London Society for Promoting Christianity 
Amongst the Jews grew out of the efforts of Joseph 
Samuel Christian Frey, a converted Jew of Germany 
who came to London in 1804. The first organization 
was interdenominational, formed in 1808. It soon de- 
veloped that such an organization was impractical 
in the ecclesiastical conditions then prévailing. In 
1809 the society was reorganized as a Church of Eng- 
land society, but without direct official connection 
with that church. Great interest was aroused in be- 
half Israel, which continues to this day. The work, 
begun in London, has been extended over the Conti- 
nent and reaches now from Montreal to Persia, in- 
cluding some fifty stations and employing over two 
hundred agents, of whom about eighty are Jewish 
converts. The monthly organ of this society is the 
Jewish Missionary Intelligence, and- their headquar- 
ter are at 16 Lincoln’s Inn Fields, London, W. .C. 


The Chicago Hebrew Mission 


HAT warm lover of Israel; Mr. W. E. Blackstone, 

and others associated with him were responsible 
for the founding, in 1877, of this oldest society in 
our country. It has. played a leading part in evan- 
gelizing the Jews of our great western metropolis, 
and it occupies a strong position with its various 
branches seeking to reach the ghettos of Chicago. 
This society has been a kind of training ground for 
many Jewish mission workers, the present writer 
being one who spent eight months in connection there- 
with in 1894-05. It is doing a: large work in the dis- 
tribution of Scriptures and other literature all over 
the land and widely abroad. 

The Rev. C. A. Blanchard, D.D., is the president, 
and the Rev. Norman H. Camp superintendent of this 
mission, whose headquarters are at 1505 S. Sawyer 
Avehue, Chicago. Mrs. T. C. Rounds, long the super- 
intendent, is editor of the Jewish Era, the bi-monthly 
organ of this society.

66 T'S just the Christmas ean gf replied a pes- 


simistic friend when he was told that the Junior 

Department of the First Baptist Church of Ko- 
komo, Ind., in three months’ time had jumped from 
a monthly average attendance of thirty-eight to an 
average attendance of fifty-six. “The usual slum 
after the special day will. put a bump in your growth. 

“We'll put bumps in the slumps,’ was the answer. 
“Just wait and see.” 

The average attendance for the month of August 
of the year 1920 was thirty-eight. This was -raised 
to forty-one in September. October saw it jump up 
to.the fifty mark. To cap it all, it arose to fifty-six 
for November. Such a steady consistent growth was 
not the rush of a single day. We knew it, but we 
had to prove it. So prove it we did. 


Our special Christmas program was conducted , 


mainly by our Junior Department, with a little assist- 
ance from the Primary. Nothing was said concern- 
ing Christmas during the month, except to announce 
the times for practise. The pupils and the school 
“been accustomed to a big Christmas drive for 
attendance, but such a thing this time was killed be- 
fore it was even suggested. 
In the meantime, we sent off for some samples 


_of pictures. Three different sizes and grades of pic- 


tures were sent to us. This gave us a suggestion. 
The small size would cost us one cent each. The 
middle kind were ten cents each, and the last kind, 
fifteen cents, 

Our plan was.this. One of the small pictures would 
be given for perfect attendance during each month 
for each pupil. Three of the small pictures would 
mean a middle grade picture, and four of these would 
get the best picture., In other words, it means that 
eath year of perfect attendance will bring a beau- 
tiful religious picture, fit to hung in any parlor. 

On the second Sunday in December we announced 
the attehdance drive, ‘with the prizes. This drive 
was to start ‘the first ponder in January, or the, first 
one after the Christmas Sunday. People outside 
rather made fun of us for starting such a contest 
right in a regular slump. 

‘The third Sunday in December saw the attend- 
afhice ‘go to the’ sixty-nifie mark. We made a special 
announcement again of the big drive for the first 
of the year. 

The Sunday-school had voted to have the Christ- 
mas. exercises on Sunday, December 26, instead of 
before Christmas, so_as to postpone the slump as 
long as possible. December 26 saw the Junior De- 
partment drop down to sixty-seven. 

The pessimistic friend was on hand to suggest that 
the slump had started a week ahead of time, but 
he did not laugh long, for the first Sunday in Janu- 
ary saw the attendance crawl back to the sixty-nine 
place. He had an alibi for the failure of his prophecy. 
Our church was beginning special evangelistic meet- 
ings on the first Sunday in January. 

The big. meetings saved you from,the slump,” he 
warned. “You have a big meeting gfowth now.” 

The second Sunday of the meetings saw us jump 
to seventy-five, and then to the eighty-four mark for 
the last day of the revival. Such big jumps made 
eur hearts stop beating for a while. 

We had used the attendance drive to save our 
Christmas record. We must do something to make 
the slump as small as possible. We purchased a 


- hundred and twenty-five ordinary postal cards. Us- 


ing the typewriter, we wrote out an attractive card 
to be sent to each pupil before the next Sunday. 

The friend was on hand bright and early the first 
Sunday after the meetings to see the big slump. For- 
caupaely, the weather was on our side. The sun 
came out bright and clear, warming the air consid- 
erably. 

The children came in, gg by group, until there 
was a goodly number. e were almost afraid to 
count them for fear that there »was a big slump. 
The count reached ninety-four instead of the eighty- 
four of the previous Sunday. 

Still the critic had an alibi in the weather, for he 
said, “Wait until you have bad weather, then there 
will be a big slump.” 

He did not have to wait long, for the very next 
Sunday it poured down rain the entire day. There 
he was again, telling us that we would do well to 
have twenty-five out on such a day as that. 

Fifteen minutes before the time to begin, one of 
our boys rode up on his bicycle. He had been at 
his grandmother’s home in Galveston, a town seven 
miles away. If he should miss coming to Sunday- 
school on the last Sunday in January he would lose 
his picture, so there was nothing for him to do 
but to ride all the way back on his bicycle in the 
rain, a distance of over. seven miles. 

Our hopes rose fast when we thought of what 
that one oor had done. When the count came, we 
found that the attendance had dropped down to sixty-

After each address Dr. Goforth left the meeting 
open for prayer, and he testifies that from the be- 
ginning the higher officers commenced confessing 
their sins. “Aiter the address on ‘Break up the 
fallow ground and ‘sow not among thorns,’ , many 
seemed much cut up and confessed freely. Finally 
the General said, ‘If we did not believe this mes- 
sage came to us from our Father in heaven, would 
we stand it? Here a man from another land comes 
and lays all our faults and sins. bare and we are 
not angry, but convicted. I am sure you all feel as 
E do. am convicted through and through. If. our 
earthly parents saw our evil ways were ruining us 
and came and warned us, we would surely heed them, 
how much more should we pay heed when God our 
Father in heaven has sent his Servant in this great 
heat to warn-us. Comradés, you can all go to Heaven 
and dwell with God, but you can’t hope to enter 
there while you retain these evil weeds in your hearts.’ 

“On the fifth night. at the close of the address 
the General commenced to pray but soon-broke down. 
He wept and confessed his own and his country’s 
sins. Sounds of weeping could be heard from men 
all over the building. Colonel Lu followed, just 
as broken, saying his sins were even more than had 
been mentioned. The tears just streamed down the 
face of one of the staff officers as he prayed, and so 
it was with others who also prayed. A missionary 
on the platform said the floor was wet with tears 
where the General’s head was bowed. At the close 
he pleaded with all to consecrate themselves to the 
service of the Lord Jesus Christ.” 

There has been nothing superficial or merely emo- 
tional in the winning of General Feng’s officers and 
men to Christ as their Saviour. Hear Dr. Goforth’s 
testimony on this: 

“When I baptized 275 of these at Tao yuan, thirty- 
nine of whom were officers, it seemed to me that 
I had never before taken part in a service more 
impressive, solemn, and wonderful. After singing, 
Mr. Caswell led in prayer. I explained the mean- 
ing of baptism, basing my remarks on Matthew 6: 
11 and Matthew 28:18, etc. Then the General read 
out about fifteen names, they came and stood before 
the platform, and I baptized them, praying that their 
Saviour would baptize them with the Holy Spirit 
and fire. As soon as the last one was baptized, Col- 
onel Chang at the organ with his choir started a 
verse, Oh, , day that fixed my choice.’ As each

“Three times during the baptismal service the Gen- 
eral knelt on the platform and poured out his héart 
in prayer for his men, even to tears. 

“At the close I commended all to God in prayer, 
and about five o’clock in the afternoon we started to 
the laurich to go down river back to Changteh. 

“It was a busy day, for we started the ‘officers’ 
prayer-meeting at half-past six in the morning. 

“At seven we had the first main meeting, and at its 
close we had breakfast.

Our Background Material 


The Isaiah prophecy which forms part of the 
lesson text will not be fulfilled contemporaneously 
with the witness-bearing of the Church referred to 
in the second part of the lesson text “(from Acts), 
but only after the witn..s-bearing of the Church 
has borne its fruit in the completion of the body of 
Christ. Our Lord is “a shoot out of the stump [lit- 
erally] of Jesse.” Jesse’s people are to-day but a 
pitiful stump, but they are returning, under the Zion- 
istic impulse, to their homeland, and this is a sig- 
nificant sign of the coming of the King. It takes two 
Old Testament types to picture forth the reign of 
the Lord over the earth. The Solomon-reign, when his 
enemies shall have been subdued, even the wild ani- 
mals of the jungle becoming so tame that they will 
not harm their prey, is preceded by the David-reign 
of our Lord, when he shall be compelled to smite 
the earth with the rod of his mouth, and with the 
breath of his lips to slay the wicked (Isa. 11:4). 
Passages of Scripture that indicate a period, even 
after the destruction of the Antichrist, when Christ 
will be subduing his enemies are Micah 5:5; Eze- 
kiel 38: 11-16; Isaiah 34 and 63, Isaiah 19, and Eze- 
kiel 25 and 28. “For by fire and by his sword will 
the Lord plead witl all flesh; and the slain of the 
Lord shall be many” (Isa. 66:16). This may also 
be the period of the angelic reaping spoken of by our 
Lord in Matthew 13: 41, 42. 

Whey these foes are all subdued the true God will 
be *krown and worshiped over the whole earth, uni- 
versal peace will be enjoyed, justice for the first time 
will be impartially administered everywhere, the fer-

When the mighty nations of the earth, com- 
pared to tall trees of the forest, have finally proved 
their inability to weather the storms of the ages, the 
mighty one out of the despised nation shall manifest 
to the world what real government is.

All these uses of the word 
make it important to find out the real meaning of 
the title of this lesson, “Making the World Chris- 
tian,” for, while it is clearly God’s will that the world 
should be Christian, the first nécessity is to consider 
the Divine way of accomplishing it.

2. Young People and Adults: Christian Patriotism 
and International Brotherhood. The connection be- 
tween these two ideas of patriotism and_brother- 
hood is best studied vg, Be following lines: (1) 
Brotherhood in the New Testament is never univer- 
sal but always special, referring to our spiritual re- 
lationship of brothers in Christ. (2) This is in ex- 
act correspondence with the New Testament teach- 
ing on the fatherhood of God, which also is never 
universal except in purpose and intention. In actual 
fact it is always special, being limited to the spiritual 
relationship between God and those who are in Christ 
coe (John 1:12). (3) This means that father- 

ood and brotherhood are only possible through 
Saviourhood. We must accept Christ as our personal 
Redeemer if we would,have God as our Father and 
those around as our brothers (Gal. 3: 26-28). Christ 
summed up religion by speaking of love to God and 
our neighbor (Mark 12: 28-34). This has been called 
“perpendicular” and “horizontal” religion. Perpen- 
dicular religion reaches up to God, recognizes super- 
natural need and receives Divine strength. ori- 
zontal religion reaches out to every mamand includes 
the man next door, in the same town, the same city, 
the same nation, the same world. A religion that is 
to be worth while must, therefore, reach up to God 
and also reach out fo every other man in the world. 
It has been well said that if we call this religion 
“missions” some sneer at it, but if we call it “brother- 
hood” they think it is fine. - Yet “missions” are merely 
“brotherhood” in action. (2) 

When the messengers of Christ went first to Thes- 
salonica, the modern Saloniki, their opponents with- 
out knowing it gave them a splendid testimony: 
“These that have turned the world upside down are 
come hither also”.,(Acts 17:6). They realized that 
Christianity revolutionizes the individual and the com- 
munity. Some years ago, a Christian working-man 
took this passage as his text in an open-air address, 
and said there were three things suggested by it: 
“First, the world is the wrong side up; second; it 
needs to be turned ‘upside down’; third, we Chris- 
tians are.the people to do it.” 

IV. The Heart of the Lesson 

The Golden Text points to the glorious future, 
when there shall be a universal knowledge of God, 
but this will not be realized until Christ has come, 
and for this reason we must be careful to keep 
closely to the Divine program. There are three rea- 
sons why Christ is coming. 

1. He is coming as Son of God. This will fulfil 
the need, the desire, and the expectation of all those 
who belong to him now as members of the Church 
(2 Thess. 1: 10). 

2. He is coming as Son of Dawid. This will be the 
realization of all God’s purposes and promises re- 
garding Israel. The throne of David is now empty, 

ut Christ will-reign as David’s lineal descendant 
(Luke 1:32). As such he will be the king foretold 
in the Prophets, and the Messiah of Old Testament 
expectation. 

3. He is coming as Son of Man. This will be for 
the purpose of putting down sin, restoring the rav- 
ages made in creation (Rom. 8: 21-23), and will-usher 
in a time of blessing to the world as its universal 
ruler. This is how the world is to be made “better.”

good. It communicates the noblest treasures to the 
nations. In its triumph lies the hope of men. 


There is no God so adapted to human need as 
the God of Jesus Christ. 
_ We read such glowing descriptions of him as Isa- 
iah ibe we survey him with reverence and with 
satisfaction; and we put the question to ourselves, 
whether this is not the God who is meant for the 
wide world. He is One; and, when men see his 
unity, they are delivered from the bewilderment and 
the burdensomeness of rival idols and competing 
shrines. He is True; and, when they learn of him 
their perplexities are answered, and they emerge from 
the entangling forest to the blue sky. He is Holy; 
and, inghis company, they are ashamed of their un- 
cleanness. He is ve; and to trust him is to be 
rid of a thousand horrible fears, and to enter the 
soul’s rest and home. This is the Lord, of whose 
knowledge we should wish the earth to be full. 


There is no Healer so cosmopolitan as Jesus Christ 
himself. 

He may spring from the stem of Jesse; he may 
be Child of Abraham and Son of David according to 
the flesh; but it is impossible to conceive of him as 
limited in his significance and his fruitfulness. There 
is nothing local or temporary or partial about his 
incarnation, or his ‘teaching, or his fulfilment of the 
law we have broken, or his atoning death, or his 
priestly intercession and kingly reign and glorious 
return, These are what Greek and Jew require, 
what East. and West hunger after. he tribes of 
men are one in their bankruptcy without Christ, one 
in their possibility of “salvation by Christ, one in 
their welcome of Christ when‘he is offered to them. 
He is Redeemer of the round world. 


There is no ministry so unfettered as the ntinistry 
of the Spirit of Jesus Christ. 

The Spirit’s witness is for Jerusalem, and all Judea, 
and Samaria, and the uttermost part of the earth. 

It is his voice which speaks in the Bible, and the 
Bible is the biggest-hearted book which has ever been 
penned. It is his fire which kindles the believin 
community, and, whenever a new Pentecost is grante 
to waiting souls, “the Word is on them to deliver.” 
It is his agency which begets contritions and yearn- 
ings in heathen minds, and sends from afar the mes- 
senger and the message, that in Arctic snows and 
under tropical suns gathers out a people prepared 
for the Lord. We live in the years of the Holy 
Ghost; and therefore there are, always and every- 
where, surprises of grace in store. 


There are no people so intended to evangelize the 
world as the church of Jesus Christ. 

Archbishop Benson once spoke of the four eras 
of missions — the first, when the entire church dedi- 
cated itself to the sacred task; the second, when some 
far-shining saint captained the undertaking, a Pat- 
rick, a Columba, a Boniface, an Anskar; the third, 
when governments supervised the work; and the 
fourth, the age with which we are familiar, of com- 
mittees and societies, to whom Christian men and 
women have handed over their own responsibilities. 
The initial conception was the right one, when all 
the Lord’s people were prophets. The Roman’ Em- 
pire would never have been permeated by fhe faith if 
every believer had not been the faith’s ambassador. 
That is the lost ideal we must recover, each of us 
who knows Jesus setting himself to impart Jesus, by 
earnest prayer, by spontaneous giving, by positive 
sacrifice, Ye shall receive power, and ye shall be 
witnesses: it is the word for us all. (1) 


There are no men so much in need as men with- 
out Jesus Christ, 

Behind the music of Isaiah’s sentences one catches 
the echo of a wail, a dirge. Judges who judge after 
the sight of their eyes; the wicked; the wolf, the 
leopard, the lion; asps and basilisks —these are ter- 
rible things. Oh, the sorrow which has no Christ to 
alleviate it; and the sin which has no Christ to take 


it away; and the darkness which has no Christ to - 


dispel it; dnd the death which has no Christ to roll 
the stone from the mouth of the sepulcher, and to 
summon the prisoner forth!

Suggestions for Using Little Jetts in Class 


The scenes are suggestive of some of the 
main features in the process of giving the 
Gospel to the great world beyond our own 
borders. 


No. 1. By Intercessory Prayer. Among 
the first, if not the first requisite. Dr. Wiil- 
bur Chapman said: “I may preach and move 
men; but if I can pray I can move God.” 
Let no one think that prayer is the easiest 
part of the process. Real intercessory prayer 
is probably the hardest of all things to do, 
and at the same time the most effective 
ministry in winning the wo?ld to Christ. 

No. 2. By Giving Money. Give it as an 
act of worship. owns our money as 
well as ourselves. He trusts us with his 
material resources and gives us the privilege 
of returning part of them to him regularly 
for the support of the work of building his 
kingdom. 

No. 3. By Organization and Administration 
of the Work. See the Secretary of Foreign 
Missions receiving from the mail carrier your 
church treasurer’s remittance. 

No. 4. By Going personally with the Mes- 
sage of Salvation to the fields abroad, where 
the Harvest is ripe and the Reapers are few. 


No. s. By dedicating a certain part of 
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one’s earnings. A baggage man on a certain 
railroad in the South sent his salary check 
for one whole month to the Foreign Mission 
Secretary. He wrote: “I cannot in the 
flesh as a missionary, but I am sending here- 
with one month of my life in this year. I 
want it transmuted into service on the for- 


‘| eign field.” The secretary said that - bag- 


gage man’s check paid the salaries of two 
missionaries one month. 

No. 6. By the Preaching of the Gospel to 
the Heathen. Im Africa and in India and 
in Korea, the people are flocking to the 
Gospel meetings until they overflow the 
meeting houses. In Korea, the missionaries 
have to preach first to the women, then clear 
the house and let the men come in for a 
service; then a meeting for the children. 
Thousands miss hearing the Gospel, unable 
to get close enough to the preachers, and 
the forces are too small to take care of 
overflow meetings.

A yOUR college girl recently came 
home from a Student Volunteer Con- 
vention with her face so shining with 
pure joy, her life so permeated with 
deep happiness, all her purposes and 
ideals so enriched, that she alone is a 
most satisf,ing answer to all three of 
the questions above. If you know such 
an answer as that you will rejoice in 
this opportunity to stir in the hearts of 
your girls also the longing, even the 
determination, to give themselves to this 
world-wide service for the Lord Jesus. 

1. On this first point our ibles 
abound in statements of God’s purposes 
and commands to his servants which are 
past all’ controverting. Beginning with 
God’s promise to. make Abraham a bless- 
ing to all the nations of the earth, on 
down through all the history of his 
chosen people we read his purpose to 
bless all the world-through the Jews, es- 
pecially granting to certain ones among 
the prophets na he Os (11: 1-10; 42:5- 
7, and many othérs) and Micah (4: I- 
5), for instance —a clear vision of this 
purpose. The Psalms breathe God's 
world-wide love and mercy over and 
over, picturing the Messiah whose reign 
should be universal. And when he came, 
he gave his disciples such plain and pos- 
itive directions to go to every creature 
in all the world with his Gospel that we 
who are his followers cannot escape his 
command; we can only keep it or break 
it. Simple obedience to our Lord, then, 
is the first answer to our first question — 
why attempt to Christianize the whole 
world? 

But in obeying it there are so many 
and such blessed “by-products,” in ad- 
dition to the all-sufficient one of obey- 
ing him in winning men to him and 
the joy resulting in their lives, that time 
fails us eveh to mention them. If_all 
the benefits, other than the so-called re- 
ligious ones, resulting from foreign mis- 
sions during the last century and a quar- 
ter only could be listed, every, phase of 
our civilized life would be found to be 
in debt to this once despised calling. 

Exploration, discovery, geography, 
commerce, science, language and litera- 
ture, government —all these l.ave been 
vastly enriched by the work of mission- 
aries, not to mention the resulting phil- 
anthropies which are reducing world-old 
diseases and world-wide distresses. If 
we think back into the early centuries 
after Christ’s life on earth we shall be 
obliged to recognize that we of the West+ 
ern world owe all that we are to his 
first disciples’ prompt obedience to his

That lake was a very popular place in 
the afternoons; there were accommoda- 
tions for all grades of swimmers — from 
the expert divers who used the plat- 
form, springboard, and tall diving lad- 
der on the deep side, to the smallest | 
children, who paddled and waded in the 
shallow water under the watchful care 
of their nurses on the other side. The 
lake was not over a hundred yards wide 
at the widest. 

I was just noting how deserted and 
quiet was the place which only a few 
moments before had been fairly alive 
with a happy throng of sport lovers, 
little and big, when I saw coming toward 
the platform from the bath house a tall, 
thin man in his bathing’suit. He looked 
so pale and weak and thin that I won- 
dered if he could possibly be thinking 
of going into that cold water it that 
time of evening and alone! 

I had not long to be in doubt about 
it, for straight out on thé platform he

I held my breath and waited for him 
to rise. It seemed he had gone to the 
bottom and stuck there; the water be- 
came actually smooth again, and almost 
still, where he had disappeared. I thought 
he would never come up. My heart 
jumped into my throat. 

Then he came up—very near where 
he had gone down —and faintly struck 
out swimming. I thought of course he 
would at once make for the piers of the 
platform; surely a fellow swimming as 
weakly as that, all alone, and in water 
cold and deep, would not risk himself 
far from shore.

Fellows, as I walked on up the hill 
towards supper, trying to work my heart 
back down where it belonged, I did 
some tall thinking. Had J ever “drowned” 
in shallow water? Sure, I had. The 
great big things God has planned for you 
and me to do seem impossible because 
we do not take into account that they 
are to be d .e through God’s power and 
not our own, 

We summon the nerve to tackle the 
task, but, forgetting Him, like Peter 
trying to walk on the water, we sink. 
We foolishly try to do the thing in our 
own strength, when there at our hand 
is the great power of Almighty God just 
waiting to flow through us and accom- 
plish it gloriously. - 

Oh, fellows, if you would just let 
down your feet on the mighty power of 
God, you would walk out of all your 
difficulty. Here is a great overpower- 
ing temptation getting the best of you 
—and you, drowning in shallow water. 

Let down your feet! Here is an in- 
spiring challenge out of God’s Word, to 
put forth your hand and heart and mind 
and help win the world for Him. You 
are tempted to say: “Who am I?” Let
